Farmers 
in NT 
drought

Hongkong is now 
feeling the pinch of 
one of its driest 


winters for years. 
Farmers in some parts of 
the New Territories and 

Kowloon are experiencing 

a drought, 

Hardest ‘hit are vegetable 
farmers Jn Fanling, Sheung 
Shul, Ta Ku Ling and_the ‘oreas 
between Lau Fau Shan and 
Plng Shan in Castle Peak. 

Government is rushing ouxi- 
Wary pumps to help them — get 
water for irrigation and it was 
outhoritativelst stated this 
morning! 

“More pumps which are ‘being 
held in reserve are ready to be 
supplied to farmers If the situa- 
tion gets worse." 


Exceptionally dry 
Usually by this time there 
has been more then 10 inches 
of rain alnce October 1, the 
official deginning of the winter 
dry period. 
Since October 1, last year up 


less thon an inch, 
A Royal Observatory spokes- 
man said this morning that the 
exceptionally dry season was 
because of fewer-tban-normal 
surges of cold northerly air 
from China. . 
“And to make matters worse 
the fow surges which did reach 
Hongkong did not produce 
much rain,” he said, 
He feured that reef was 
unlikely until May when rains 
normally start to fall in 
abundance “though there may 
be some drizzles before then,” 


Water supply 
The continued dry spell has 
rulsed the question of a further 
cut in water supply, 

At present Hongkong has less 
than 4,500 million gallons in it 
reservoir system and this is be- 
ings consumed at the rate of 
about 300° million gallons a 
week, 

If no rain falls before carly, 
May and water consumption 
continucs at the present rale 
thie witl mean that supply will 
be reduced to a iltle more dhan 
2,000 million gallons, 

And Government {gs reluctant 
fo Ict supplics run too low in 
case summer rainfall is below 
average. : 

But a Government oficial 
would not predict whether 
there would be further cuts,

“Luckily the. dry spell comes 
in a transition period now be- 
tween the end of the vegetable

Not only Js Hongkong affected, 
but seven. provinces of North 
China are feeling the effect of 
the drought, : 

This has been coused by 
sennty snowfalls and low winter 
ralnfatl, . 

The provinces are Honan, 
Shansi, Hopel, Shensi, Shantung, 
Ningsia and Inner Mongolla,

The pastor of the church was 
struck with an Idea, He called 
on the congregation for more 
stamps ond eventually they 
were redeemed for needed 
articles.for the church. 


The actions of the prankster 
and the pastor have mushroom- 
ed Into an ‘important fund- 
raising method across. the 
nation. . ‘ 


Curtis L. Carlson, president 
of the Trading Stamps Institute 
of America, reports, for exe 
ample, that o Roman Catholic 
group In El Paso, Tex., com- 
pletely outfitted o new  seven- 
room parochlal school by sav- 
ing stamps. 


Carlson, who !s president of a 
Minneopolis stamp «company, 
said his -firm actually provided 
the desks, maps and pictures for 
the school, at a wholesale cost 
of $25,000, before the stamps 
were collected. 


“But we' were taking little 
risk,” he sald. “Over 97 per cent 
of the communities. and organ- 
fsations that raise funds by col- 
lecting stamps reach thelr goals.” 


“Tt took .the Catholics of El 
Paso just a little over four 
months to save the $25,000 worth 
of: stamps,” he sald. : 


MULTIPLIED 


Carlson said ‘the number of 
organisations and communities 
collecting trading stamps for 
pehool -buses, hospital = equip- 
ment, midget leogue’ baseball 
uniforms: and even fire engines 
had multiplied 10 times in the 
past three’ ycars. 


“My own firm alone docs 
business with some 2,500 fund- 
raising groups’ with average 
memberships of 100," he said. 


Carlson admitted that fund- 
raising groups were still 2 small 
percentage of the stamp-saving 
population, which {ncludes more 
than 40,000,000 American fam~ 
ilies. 


The Trading Stamp Institute's 
exosutive ceeretary, Harcld S. 
Raab, said that eight out of 10 
American houscholds already 
save some. kind of - trading 
stamps. : 


“In most cases, fand- 
raising doesn’t bring: more 
familles Into the stamp-ssving 
fold,” he sald. “It just: tem- 
porarily diverts the uso of 
stamps from family purchases 
to community ones.” : 


Ono official reported that tho

lengths. He told about o man 
arrested the third time he pass- 
ed a bad check fn the'same 
Detrolt supermarket.

Eggs and cheese, the most 
protcin-packed of animal 
products, are rich in lysine, 
an acid vital to the growth 
of the body. ; 

Wheat, the sclentists found, Is 
deficient in it. But by ‘adding 
a small quantity of lysine, they 
now know that the value of 
bread as a food can be raised by 
nearly five times. 

Similarly, If they ore caten 
torethoer, ckes or cheese not 
enly pack their own  pro- 
teins into the body but enrich 
the bread also. 


A new light 


“The sandwich can now be 
looked on in a new Ught." the 
Research Association of British 
Flour. Millers tells me. ‘Bread 
must no longer be regarded as 
stcond-clis protein.” The dis- 
covery was made at the Assoch- 
tion's laboratories at St Albans.
